With the appointment of Senator Hugo La 
Fayette Black, of Alabama, to a seat on the US. 
Supreme Court Bench, President Roosevelt has 
seitled all speculation as to who would be the 
Successor of Justice Willis Van. Devanter who | 
Fesigned a short while ago. It is quite possible 
that he has stirred up a deal of controversy by 
the self same action, for Mr. Black has proved 
himself to be an ardent supporter of the admin. 
stration and leading advocate of its wages! 
‘and hours legislation, Tt was hoped by som 
‘that Mr. Roosevelt would have followed a middle 
course by selecting someone of not 100. pro- 
‘ounced political views, but eminently a man of 
‘considerable juridical experience. After obtain. 
ing the LLB degree at the University of Alabama. 
Mr, Black began practising in 1907, and in 1910 
‘was appointed a police magistrate which position 
he occupied foc eighteen months. | From 1913 
to 1017 he was prosecuting attorney for Jefferson 
County, Ala, and in 1919 went back into general 
practice which he left when he was’ elected for 
the frst time to the US, Senate in 1927, The 
senator is now serving his second term in that 
‘office. It is possible that the appointment will 
bbe criticized by the President's opponents on the 
score of the comparatively little Judicial ex- 
perience the new Supreme Court Judge has had, 
though in fairness it has to be conceded that 
even without such experience a man might be 
suficiently learned in the law to make an eff- 
lent member of the highest court of appeal In 
the United States. Bo that as it may the 
action of the President in selecting so pronounced 
'3 supporter of his policies indicates his intention 
‘of conceding nothing to his opponents, and of 
strengthening the side of the Supreme Court 
‘most favourable, or likely to be most favourable 
fo his doctrines. 1t has always been contended 
in the past that once a man has been appointed 
to the Supreme Court he has risen above politics,

‘cannot but exercise our natural right 
fof self defence. If Japan did. not 
fentertain territorial "designs ‘on 
‘China she should use her efforts to 
jseck a rational solution of Sino- 
Japanese problems and at the same 
‘ime cease all her armed aggression 
Jand military movements in China.

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WILL SANITY WIN?

Madness alone can permit the present Sino- 
Japanese tension to Jead to major hostilities, 
Both sides are vehemently announcing the 
inevitability of war and appear to be taking 
measures in accord with that determination 
‘The world, as a whole, recognizes the relent- 
lessness of Japanese ‘aggression. It sym- 
pathetically discerns China's physical handicap. 
‘Although, admittedly, it can do little or nothing 
‘to sway the course of events, its opinion, as 
froely expressed, may show the way to peace. 
Apart from the serious economic consequences 
fof the burden of ‘a continental campaign. 
Japan has much “to gain by restraint 
| Whatever criticisms may be levelled against 

her, she would at least be entitled to her share 
of gratitude for an eleventh-hour settlement. 
[Such a termination of the erisis would redound 
more materially to her advantage than. 
engagement in an extensive “punitive” ex- 
pedition which would inevitably involve a. 
heavy expenditure of lives and money, weak’ 
though the opposition might be. China, on 
her side, Is fortified in the effort to secure 
Peace by the knowledge that her distressing] 
dilemma is widely recognized, both within 
and without, A decision to refuse to plunge 
thousands of her people into the horrors of 
war which, in the long run, could have noth~ 
ing for her but destruction and slaughter, 
would be a signal act of wisdom. It would 
bbe more: it would show that China has a 
Government which can achieve the most 
dimmeult of alt feats of statesmanship—the dis- 
play of moral courage in facing and acting| 
on unpalatable facts for the ultimate good of 
the nation and the proper discharge of its own 
primary responsibilities, as custodian of the 
people's welfare. Even now the frantic demon 
Strations of apprehension emphasized by] 
spontaneous movements of masses of the| 

population to points of imagined safety would 
justify any government in the convietion that 
1 peaceful settlement is the greatest boor| 
whieh it ean bestow upon the nation. 

‘The discussions between Mr. Shigeru 
Kawagoe and cmissaries from Nanking sug- 
gest that all is not lost, In the last week 
General Chiang Kai-shek has had the opport- 
unity of personally consulting some of the 
chief representotives of China on the policy 
{o be followed by his Government. It may 
bbe assumed that there has been plain speak- 
ing and, better still, plain recognition of the 
facts. However bitterly Japanese aggression 
may be resented it can hardly be denied that 
its extension would be encouraged rather than 
stayed by physical resistance from the Central 
Government and would be accompanied by 
such complete destruction of China's resources: 
that ail hopes of national reconstruction 
might have to be indefinitely postponed. The 
ills of compliance with Japanese demands may 
bbe great and disconcerting. They would not 
be mitigated by resistance—indeed they might 
well be enhanced. The last state of China 
might then be worse than the first. No-one 
can fail to sympathize with General Chiang 
Kai-shek and his colleagues in their poignant 
situation. They have done their best to state 
to tie people the conditions under which 
resistance can be successfully offered to the 

resent aggression, ‘Those conditions have 
included the acceptance by the people of 
certain responsibilities for @ united, sustained 
and effective effort. It has been made pain- 
fully apparent that, however willing the spirit 
may be, the flesh is weak, not perhaps from 
[any lack of patriotism but rather because of the 
physical disabilities inherent in the present 
polity. No doubt the Government has en- 
Geavoured to make what use it can of its 
available resources to pul the country into = 
position of defence. Events since the begin- 
Ding of last month have deprived that position 
of whatever strength it had, for the situation, 























in the event of war, would now demand 
either defence in the’ form of an offensive 
which it is quite beyond the capacity of the 
Chinese forces to start, or a further surrendet 
Of territory to the Japanese invaders in orde~ 
to recover such initial advantages as defence 
could give. This does not imply reproach of 
China or her Government but it justihes even, 
the most desperate efforts to secure Japanese 
acquiescence ir a peaceful settlement, 

In hoping for avoidance of the catastrophe 
of war no commentator in China can be 
described as quite disinterested, War between 
China and Japan can bring nothing but 
disaster to the Far East. It can minister in 
no way to the stabilization of which Japanese 
‘spokesmen glibly talk. It rather will shatter, 
for many years to come, the lately developed 
prospects of progress and economic revival. 
Yet there are even more impressive reasons 
for depreeatin;; an armed solution of this 
Sino-Japanese impasse. They subsist in the 
realities of a confit which, terribly one-sided 
as it isfully perecived to be by even the most 
negligent student of affairs, would conceivably 
‘set-back China's national progress for genera- 
tions to come. Is it surprising that the leaders, 
of the Government at Nanking fecl grave 
hesitation in embarking on specific measures 
of resistance. ‘They have made it clear that 
their contemplation of so desperate a course 
is inspired only by an apprehensive sense of 
the humiliation which compliance with Jap- 
nese demands will entail, ‘They probably 
desire to be firmly supported by an over- 
whelming proof of the people's realization of 
the tragedy of resistance. On that account the 
recent discussions with provincial governors 
have been sought and, perchanes, revealed the 
way of escape. It is to be hoped that this 
reading of the situation is correct, but it 
demands expecition in formulating decisions, 
‘Mr. Kawagoe's presonce affords an opportunity 
for resuming contact with Japanese diplomacy 
in co-operation for peace. The Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment cannot usefully prolong the process 
of making up its mind. It would be fatal if 
it allowed that task ‘to. be discharged by 
the Japanese Army. The period of drifting 
cannot be indefinitely protracted. The gather- 
{ing tension has already had a depressing effect 

in itself, is pregnant with danger. The 

logic of the hesitations of the last few week: 
cannot be much longer ignored with safety. 
Statesmanship has to come to the rescue of 
military disability. “The Government at Nan- 
{king has now unrhistakable evidence of a 
widespread desire for an honourable com- 
position of the dispute. ‘The courage and 
vision which It has shown in pressing for- 
ward with its plans of reconstruction should 
not falter. It should look at that programme 
with a determination to save it from ruin and 
so preserve the’ country against a relapse of 
which no man can foresee the consequences. 














HAVING NO SPADES 
Aug. 13. 

Distrustful_ or impatient of diplomatic 
spadework, the Japanese military forces in 
the North ‘have been endeavouring to create 
conditions favourable to the advance of Sino- 
‘Japanese co-operation in economic adventure 
and to the dissipation of “anti-Japanesc” 
sentiments. Having no spades, in faet, the 
player resorts (o clubs. ‘The result is ‘seen 
in the definite assumption by the Japanese 
of control over Peiping and Tientsin, but 
whether the other objectives will speedily be 
secured the event alone can tell. ‘There are 
Chinese forees charged with the duty of 
resisting Japanese aggression, unless the 
negotiations tentatively being conducted be- 
{ween Mr. Shigeru Kawagoe and certain 
Nanking emissaries prove that the spades are 
of some use after all, Failing a peaceful set- 
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tlement, Japanese plans in the North will 
presumably include a clearance of Chinese 
troops from Hopei and, perhaps, ‘the regions 
down to the, Yellow River. To sccure ap- 
propriate protection for this operation the 
strengthening of Japanese naval. dispositions 
within reach of Nanking and Shanghal is 
necessary. ‘That seems, primarily, to be the 
strategie object of the sudden descent of the 
Third Japanese Flect upon the Whangpoo, 
The Admiral in command has been careful 
to indulge in no extravagant pronouncements. 
He lays'stress on the desire to maintain rather 
than disturb ordered conditions in Shanghai, 
This, no doubt, made it easier for the Jap= 
anese Consul-General, Mr. S. Okamoto, to 
ive a satisfactory answer to the proper’ re~ 
presentations which Mr, N, Aall, as Senior 
Consul, had to tender to him yesterday in 
expression of an international desire that the 
international concord of Shanghai should be 
faithfully respected. Mr, Aall made-a similar 
approach to Mr. O. X. Yul, the Mayor of the 
City Government, and received equal satis- 
faction. Tt cannot be said that subsequent 
developments have allayed anxiety. 

Marked difference of opinion on the need 
for Japan's resort to clubs does not necessarily 
prevent acceptance of her intention to avoid 
a threat to Shanghai's peace, Unfortunately 
intentions have to be judged’ by actions. ‘The 
despatch of the strong naval reinforcements 
can hardly be regarded as arising out of the 
Hungjao Road incident; the plans are far too 
clear-cut, and extensive for that theory to 
be tenable. In the light of pronouncements 
from Tokyo during the last month China can 
put only one interpretation on a naval move~ 
ment which if applied to any other country 
would straightaway be treated as an act 
of war in itself. Tt is therefore superfluous 
really to diseuss the exact significance of the 
activities of the Peace Preservation Corps, 
especially as it has now been reinforced by 
Soldiers of the regular Chinese army. With= 
out despairing of the possibility of a peace- 
ful outcome, itis idle to deny that the situa 
tion here is critical. Oficial announcements 
from "Consular sources show that. In 
surveying the situation it Is necessary 
once more to record the view that Japanese 
‘actions seem to be inspired by a regrettable, 
though avoidable, misconception of | con= 
ditions in China.” For months past organs 
‘of public opinion in Japan have been induced 
to take a gloomy view of Sino-Japanese rela~ 
tions. It has seemed as if it Imagined that 
China's “anti-Japanese” activities had, some- 
how or other, been developed in a vacuum, 
Measures taken by Japanese military and 
naval forces to cope with this reading of the 
situation have actually tended to produce the 
very danger against which provision is now 
being so spectacularly made. Facod with an 
unmistakable threat to. her integrity and, 
knowing her weakness, China has been driver 
to a state of nervous excitement in which 
‘atmosphere the generation of “incidents” is 
Inevitable. A vividly tragle example has 
lately. been afforded to Shanghai. ‘The 
praiseworthy efforts of the Chinese and 
Sapanese authorities here to maintain ealm- 
hess and reasonable restraint have not been 
unsuccessful, but they have been sadly pre~ 
judiced by the tension directly arising from 
the arrival of the Japanese naval reintorce- 
ments. Even now it is hoped that a sense of 
proportion will assert itself to avert a final 
oterioration of conditions here. Both sides, 
however, are caught ina coil of mutual 
distrust which, however beneficent the inten= 
tions of the wielder of the stronger club, is 
bound to aggravate the crisis. Unless some 
desperately sane stroke of diplomatic correc~ 
tion can be promptly applied eatastrophe can 
hardly be avoided, 

‘There remains the general issué as between 
the Governments at Nanking and Tokyo. At 
his stage It is an arid task to elaborate the 
jew that Japan is taking a military” and 
naval sledge-hammer to crack a nut, It is 
more useful to point to the smoothly developed 
potency of the sledge-hammer with the object 
of ascertaining whether, by the exercise of 
any special quality of statesmanship, the Gov 
‘ernment of China can avert the exposure of 
{ts administration to a shock of the utmost 
gravity. Considerable confidence rests in the 
personality of Mr, Kawayoe who, in an un= 
enviable position, has shown a praiseworthy 
Feadiness to persevere in diplomatic. contact 
with Nanking. ‘The Chinese authorities have 
how been considering the situation for over 
a month, IU has gradually developed on lines 
‘whieh, as the day's have passed, have absolved 
them from reproach if they made a desperate 
effort to extricate themselves from the dread 
Gisaster of war. Nor ean they be blamed if, 
in bowildered contemplation of the sweeping 
inexorability of Japanese demands and the 
growing concentration of Japanese might on 
Chinese soil, hey are levesistibly carried along, 
on the stream of outraged national fecl- 
ing. ‘That gradual development, how- 
ever, impels attention to the need for coming 
{o grips with cetualities now represented by 
Japanese military control of the North and 
Japanese navel strength on the Yangtze. 
Recognition of this urgeney does not imply 
lack of sympathy with the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the predicament which it creates, 
Sympathy has been freely expressed and is 
active, but at this critieal junclure it is of no 
practical value, Indeed reiteration of such 
Sentiments might be regarded as a superero- 
gatory affront to Chinese feelings. Time is 
ow the esserce of the problem -which the 
Chinese Government has to face, ‘The last 























fortnight—as was expected in a survey which 
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this journal gave to the situation on Aug. 
‘2—has seen a steady approach to the breaking, 
point, Discussion and argument have to give 
way. {o conerete decisions. It is to be hoped, for: 
China's sake, that her Government can now 
brace itself’ up to take those decisions, 
fearlessly and promptly.

— Shanghal- 
Janders have naturally a lively desire 
to onsure the safety of thelr city.» Ex- 
ploitation of that desire for the purpose 
of establishing theories which Japanese 
spokesmen would like to be accepted should 
be eritically examined, ‘The parallel with 
1032 can be too closely pressed. Conditions 
are not altogether the same as in that crisis 
of five years ago, Discerning the resentment, 
here at what seems to Shanghai to be an un= 
warrantable threat to Its peace, Japanese 
apologists, as can be gathered ' from Mr. 
‘Shemensu Okamoto’s attitude at the abortive 
meeting of the Joint Commission, seck to 
throw the blame on the Chinese authorities. 
It Is contended first that, in permitting the 
Peace Preservation Corps, formed with Jap~ 
fanese approval in 1932, to develop military 
activities, the Chinese’ have breached the 
agreement of that year. Those activities have 
included the preparation of defences. in’ 
Chapel and other parts of Chinese territory 
and the reinforcement of the Corps by the 
despatch of regular soldiers of the sath 
Division which distinguished itself in 1932 in 
the defence of Chapel. Both sides have given 
‘assurances that they will not take the 
Initiative In attack, ‘Those assurances are’ 
genuine enough but fundamentally weak. ‘The 
Japanese’ contend that the approach of 
Chinese troops so close to their lines in the| 
Settlement may compel them to take up 
certain positions which may or may not in- 
volve entry into Chinese forritory. The’ 
Chinese are believed to have stated that, 
while they will not attack they are bound 16 
resist any movement of Japanese troops into’ 
Chinese territory. Events yesterday proved’ 
how slender has been the safeguard thus 
offered. 

‘The trouble about topographical disc 
sions of this kind lies in the overriding im- 
portance of the main issue between the: 
Chinese and Japanese Governments. A. state| 
of “undeclared” war has been proceeding in 
the North since the first week in July. Pro- 
nouncements by both sides have indicated a. 
marked divergence of view. Although 
desperate efforts are being made to devise 9 
peaceful solution, the progressive deteriora~| 
tion of the situation has induced both nations: 
to make provision against extremity, cach in’ 
its own way and according to its own con- 
ception’ of its requirements, ‘The Chinese 
Government has been reticent regarding its 
‘actual measures of defence. ‘The Japanese 
Government has followed the same reticence 
but not s0 eloscly, for the mobilization of its 
reserves, the issue of flamboyant appeals to’ 
Hts people and the thundering menaces| 
indulged in by its military and civilian 
spokesmen have left no doubt in any 
yeasonable man’s mind that action is being 
methodically prepared to support words—and 
the words talk of peace only in terms of ex- 
traordinarily oppressive demands from China. 
It would not be unfair to suggest that Japan’ 
is, in fact, behaving with such minatory ag- 
avessiveness that, in spite of the lip service 
paid to the cause of peace, she would really 
be disappointed if that service by some fluke 
became honoured by the event, It is true, of 
course, that she has reason to complain of 
palpable dilatoriness and other irritating eva~ 
sions which have hampered her in a tentative 
approach to settlements, but she has so con- 
sistently kept the velvet glove negligently 
Joose on the mailed fist that it has been 
frequently impossible to tell where intimida- 
tion had given way to conciliation, In such 
elrcumstances is it to be wondered at that the 
Chinese authorities fect impelled to make 
some show, at any rate, of equipping their 
people for defence? In so doing they have no 
doubt anticipated rather than waited on 
Japanese actions, as, for example, by the 
‘steady reinforcement and arming of the Peace 
Preservation Corps during the past week. It 
is regrettable that they should have felt Im- 
pelled to take this action, for it was under- 
stood that they had definitely decided that 
Shanghai's embrollment should be avoided at 
all costs, in the interests of China, political and. 
economic. Yet it is Impossible to blame them 
exclusively for developments which have 
clearly derived from circumstances not under 
thelr sole control. In the light of the emo- 
tlons created by the movements from Japan 
is It to be wohdered at that the atmosphere 
became electrical, thus giving rise to just such 
an unpremeditated clash as caused the deplor- 
able tragedy at Hungjao? Is it not: pertinent 
to observe how dificult it has been for the 
Japanese themselves to control actions taken 
with the avowed object of preserving military

pherrialia of a “punitive” expedition. Ap- 
parently the Hungjao incident did not bring.

‘Whatever efforts may be in the process of 
development toward a peaceful settlement of 
the main issue between the two countries, 
the Chinese authorities can hardly be ex- 
pected to allow this plain threat to their 
territory round Shanghai to be offered with 
‘out any provision to meet it, despite their de~ 
sire to avold conflict in this area. 

Critics cannot have it both ways. They 
cannot ridicule Chinese weakness’ oF 
Chinese disorganization and at the same 
time object to the naughtiness of the 
ttle animal which defends itself against 
attack. Straining at a gnat and swallowing 
a eamel seems to be the congenial occupation 
of these critics, ‘They seize upon any omis~ 
sion here or there to justify tearfulness 
‘over Chinese ineptitude which they con- 
strue as provocation. ‘They are superbly 
blind to the whole significance of Japan's armed 
fist and provocative speech, of the specious 
arguments of Japanese apologists who take 
the view of the ducal bride that honeymoons 
fare too good for the lower classes. What in 
the Japanese is but a choleric word is in 
the Chinese flat blasphemy. Thus does the 
“new concept” of equality and economic 
co-operation beautifully receive its militarist 
‘apotheosis, No doubt diplomatic restraint has 
not been so tongue-tied as to prevent these 
considerations from being communicated to 
the Japanese Government, but it is as well to 
‘make them clear in print beeduse, in view of 
the strenuous efforts of Japanese spokesmen 
to ft facts to thelr peculiar theories, some 
‘well-meaning observers might be misied and 
mislead others. If China and Japan 
unhappily become involved in hostilities 
without chance of withdrawal it will be an 
unsatisfying occupation to invelgh against the 
follies and mistakes of the past. It is all the 
more necessary now that a plain statement of 
the general trend of foreign opinion on this 
subject should be placed on record. It is not 
pleasant to have thus to eriticize the re~ 
Dresentatives of a great and friendly nation, 
but the true friend is not he who withholds 
‘a word of criticism at a time of need. There 
is another and, perhaps, more urgent cause for’ 
frankness. Japanese attempts to blame the 
Chinese authorities might be thought by some 
to be approved if they were not rebutted 
Shanghai, too, in its justiflable desire to 
maintain ‘the peace which neutrality demands 
cannot be exposed to the criticism that its 
citizens fail to recognize the larger issues now 
confronting China. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment has a right to know that in 
the travail through which their people are 
passing and in’ the poignant anxlely of the 
difficulties in deciding upon the course best 
calculated to safeguard its country's welfare 
and integrity, it has the generous sympathy 
of Shanghai and of all who can bring to the 
study of affairs reasonable iritelligence, vision 
and fidelity to prineiple. 








A TRAGIC. LESSON

Japanese and other foreigners and Chines? 
resident in Shanghai find common cause to- 
day: in condemnation of the decisions which 
Ted to the terrible slaughter of peaceful 
civilians in the International Settlement, 
French Concession and certain parts of 
Chinese territory on Saturday. The Chinese 
Air Force made a ghastly debut. In a few 
short hours it did more harm to its country’s 
cause in the eyes of the world than could be 
achieved by months of political blundering. 
ls attack on the Japanese cruiser proved how 
far human capacity falls short of the deadly’ 
‘efficiency of the weapons it has invented fo1 
destruction, The objective was unscathed with 
the result that the Chinese bombers indulged 
in what was virtually blind bombing. The

major clash between the forees of China and 
Japan ja Shanghal the combatants suffered 
negligible casualties. ‘The sacrifices were 
made by over one thousand foreign and 
Chinese victims. It is safe to say that all 
rationalities in Shanghai—including both 
Chinese and Japanese—caro nothing for the 
niceties of mutual reerimination at this 
Toment. ‘They insist—and it is earnestly 
hhoped that their official spokesmen have been 
ble effectively to press the point home to! 
avert further disaster—that whatever de~ 
monstrations have to be carried out to 
bitrate on the military issue between China 
and Japan, they should be removed away] 
from’ this’ City where 3,000,000 people 
endeavour to Tive together in quictude, har. 
mony and concord. Shanghai, as a whole. 
magnificently rose to the occasion, sick al 
heart and physically repelled as it was by the 
sights which desecrated: its streets. Thero 
‘was no bitterness among nationals as thov 
braced themselves to meet the extensive dis- 
location of the whole civie organization eaused 
by the insensate recklessness of those who 
sent the aeroplanes on a military adventure 
which was transformed by the very limitations 
ff the instrument of death into an orgy of 
elvitian murder. 

‘There was only bitterness against the: 
blind callousness of the militarist mind which 
could $0 little perceive the consequences of 
its actions. Of the punctilios governing the 
attack and defence Shanghai takes no a 
count, “A plogue on both your houses” is 
the poignant thought as the shambles in Nan- 
king Road and Avenue Edward VII are re- 
called. Shanghai knows full well that it is 
not the first city in recent months to be faced 
‘with this ordeal. Tt recalls, however, that five 
Years ago it hod a tragic enoush foretaste of 
‘the experience of this week-end. ‘The world 
was horrified enouch. Since then, in Madrid 
soecially—and lately in Tientsin—the 
savagery which exooses civilians to dangers 
of death and mutilation from the alt har 
inured the mind to such happenings. Yet 
that does not console Shanghai or weaken its 
contention that its international composition, 
{ts lack of defined polity should give those 
who are nominally responsible jointly and 
severally for its security and welfare. ground 
for immediate action to stay the hand of 
destruction. Morale in this city has. been 
‘wonderfully maintained, thanks to the admir- 
able conduct of the police, military and 
volunteer forces. as well as of those numerous 
ancillary organizations. such as the fire 
‘brigade, ambulance services, medical ‘ond 
nursing personnel all of whom displayed a 
heroism for which thelr fellow-citizens are 
crateful beyond words. ‘The private citizen 
ton is to be commended as he or she. be- 
wildered and distraucht. contributed a general 
resistance to demoralization. ‘The question 
which all Governments have to ask themselves 
Is whether this magnificent spirit is to be 
vromotly reinforced by remedial action of 
whether “Shanghai has’ to face further de- 
terioration imposing a strain of impossible 
Intensity. 

Stimulus to conéerted diplomatic pressure 
fon the responsible Chinese and Japanese 
authorities should be inspired by tho know- 
ledge that neglect of their manifest obligations 
hhas been fundamentally the cause of this 
horror. Ever since 1932 {t has been plain 
that exposure of this international enclave to 
the danger of ils use as the basis of military 
operations had to be seriously taken into 
Account. Tn the Shanghal Municipal Counci's 
efforts to restore peaceful and. harmonious| 
relations after the pact of May 1032 conditions| 
‘were tacitly allowed to develop in further 
breach of the Setilement’s neutrality. The 
process of halr-splitting was brought to bear 
fon this development. ‘The foreizn powers on 
whose shoulders lies the responsibility for the 
Settlement’s security were perhaps misled br 
this glossing over of inconvenient facts. How- 
ever that may be, they must have been to 
some extent made aware of the potential 
sravity of the situation as they received from 
thelr trained observers Information on the 
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trend of Sino-Japanese conflicts, physteal and 
mental. “It may be asking too much to sug- 
gest that.an appeal to the militarists of China 
or Japan will be more than a waste of breath. 
Itshould not, however, be impossible through 
their respective governments to bring them:to 
a sense ‘of the enormity of their crime against 
humanity. Tt is useless to argue that they 
fare engaged in defending their own people. 
‘To-day they are faced by the fact that thelr 
defence has actually resulted in the ghastly. 
murder of some of the very objects of their 
ostensible solicitude and of other nationals in 
no way eoncerned in thelr dispute, ‘The 
Chinese Air Force in particular has to.con= 
sider that among the victims of its prowess, 
forsooth, were probably many humble Chinese 
who had actually contributed to the purchase 
of the aeroplanes in the name of “national 
salvation”. Japanese citizens who are mourn- 
ing to-day must perforce think bitterly of 
their own warship whose presence In the 
heart of this City, designed to give. them 
protection, came ironically enough to’ be the 
cause of ‘thelr undoing. If they could be 
asked, they would probably say that they 
would care nothing for appearaneés or other 
attributes of national dignity if the ship were 
removed and they’ were allowed to rely on. 
the mutual forbearance and sense of com- 
radeship which this tragedy has evoked among, 
the citizens of Shanghai. But the word lies 
with the varlous Governments—foreign and 
Chinese—and they are now given the oppor- 
tunity to justify the reliance placed upon 
them, ‘They must call a halt to this travesty 
of national defence, Otherwise Shanghal may 
have the unenviable privilege of providing 
the latest grim monument to the failure: of 
modern statesmanship and the futility of war. 














CROSS PURPOSES 


Aug. 12, 
Gormans and British alike will regret the 
sudden disturbance of relations between thelr 
‘two countries over the question of the with- 
Grawal by the Home Office in London of the 
permits accorded to three German journalists 
and the action which the German Government 
announces its intention to take in con- 
Sequence, The reticence of the British official 
statement in regard to the three Germans may 
have at frst ereated an impression that some 
sort of press discipline was being exercised. 
Criticism of this reticence, in so far as it pei 
mitted that misapprehension to grow, cannot 
be supported without knowledge of the pre- 
cedent discussions which must certainly have 
taken place between the British and German 
Governments before the permits were with- 
@rawn, Semi-official British explanations 
hhave made it clear that the three men were 
not out of favour because of their professional 
Work as journalists, but because of other 
activities in which they have been engaged. 
This, of course, does not carry the inquirer 
much further, although, in the light of certain 
eceasional revelations in the British courts, it 
enables the student of affairs to draw conclu- 
sions. More significant perhaps is the state- 

ment that it may be necessary to be preci 
{in defining the activities to which the British 
‘authorities have taken exception. ‘That state- 
ment occurring in the comment of The 
Times" which now finds itself challenged by 
the German Government, was quoted in the 
British Broadcust on August 10. Tt will be 
observed that the German Government 
already realizes the basic irrelevance of ils 
attempt to eliminate Mr. Norman Ebbutt trom 
the ranks of the foreign journalists in Berlin, 
for one of its organs has now discovered that 
certain forcign journalists, Including by im- 
plication "Mr. Ebbutt, have not contented 
themselves with journalistic work but. “have 
to a great extent, interfered with German 
home polities”. ‘This phrase may cover a 
wide field. Hardly any journalist charged 
with the duty of interproting the politica 
situation in the country of his residence can 
avoid contacts to which itamight by a con- 
venient stretch of imagination be applied, It 
4s not likely that the British Government will 
permit this specious after-thought to pass 
without correction, 

It is difficult, without specific details of the 
‘tivities to which the British Government 
has objected, to do more than make general 
observations, Obviously the withdrawal 
the permits was not the first step taken by tho 
authorities at Whitehall. It must, as already. 
suggested, have been preceded by representa 
tions made, perhaps first to the men direct, 
and then to their Government through the 
usual diplomatic channels, ‘The German 
Government, therefore, must be in full pos- 
session of the {acts and must know that the 
British action is not dictated by any objection 
to Journalistic activities. ‘The proposed re- 
prisals will not deceive the outside world into 
the belief that the affair is simply due to 
Great Britain's desire to fetter the liberty of 
the Press, even though that commodity docs 
not exist in Germany. British people have no 
concern with the machinery whereby the Nazi 
organization finds it necessary to work. ‘They 
know that it dcmands the existence of speciat 
representatives of the parly who in various 
parts of the world where German communities 
are, as in Germany itself, act as reporters to 
the Party Headquarters ‘with the object of 
‘ensuring that Nazi ideals.and methods prevail. 
This work entails much the same supervision 
of officials and non-oMicials alike as has 
marked the “party” discipline of Communism 
































in Russia and Fascism in Italy. Non-Germans 
can have no quarrel with it, in so far as it 
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exclusively concerns Germans and is re 
cognized by them as sultable to the require- 
ments of their totalitarian régime, No doubt! 
Germans in England have to keep in touch 
with these Nazi agents and so long as they arc| 
German citizens, no diMiculty is likely to arise, 
It has. been cvident, however, that certai 
German residents in’ Great Britain who are 
either refugees from their former country,o: 
who are not en rapport with the present| 
régime, have been subjected to a form of 
surveillance. which has ‘led to breaches of 
British law and involved issues demanding 
‘official notice, It is plainly intolerable that 
suich activities should be carried on “under 
cover of occupations which happen to enjoy’ 
special facilities as are available to journalists: 
—in Great Britain and other countries where 
‘the Press is still part of a democratic system. 

It seems probable that the Home Office's 
action has been dictated by considerations of 
this Kirid, No doubt it is dificult for the 
German Government in its present form to 
understand the distinctions thus drawn be- 
tween legitimate journalistic enterprise and 
propagandist activities which have no con- 
nection ‘with journalism, for although there 
‘are many able, fair-minded and responsible 
German journalists the iron control over the 
Press to which they belong makes it impos~ 
sible for their professional ability to nd ful 
scope, They have the poor consolation that 
their difficulties evoke the warmest sympathy 
from their colleagues of other nations and a 
lively admiration for their gallantry. | The 
situation seems unfortunately inclined to| 
develop, for Mr, Norman Ebbutt's reputation 
makes. ‘the German Government's action’ 
‘particularly open to criticism. ‘The denial that 
“The Times” has been asked to send a more 
amenable correspondent is not likely to affect| 
‘that journal's decision, for, In present circum- 
stances, the appointment of a successor to Mr. 
Ebbutt would in effect give tacit endorsement| 
to the notice of expulsion, Correspondents| 
of "The Times” do not pretend to infallibiity 
any more than other members of their pro-| 
fession, but as the “News-Chronicle”, with 
the generosity to be expected of a paper of 
ts traditions, bluntiy puts. it, the standards 
and standing of such correspondents are well- 
known the world over and in applying the| 
rigour of its conceptions of journalistic ethics 
to 0 conspicuous an ornament of a. di 
tinguished staff, the German Government can- 
not expect to receive much support from the| 
world outside, It is to be hoped that the| 
decision will be reconsidered, for great im- 
portance has been attached’ to, the recent] 
improvement in relations between Germany 
‘and Great Britain, ‘The report that the ex- 
ulsion of other journalists is being contem-| 
plated does not ‘encourage hopefulness, but 
perhaps the meeting of the Foreign Press As- 
sociation will result in the formulation of 
views which may guide the German authori 
tes to a way of escape from an embarrassing] 
position. One thing is clear: whatever may| 
be the merits of the Nazi “reporting” system 
in German eyes contribution to the| 
solidarity of the German national front in’ 
Germany itself, it is not acceptable ,as an: 
exotic associate in British politics. It i$ to be 
feared that German authorities are inclined| 
to over-value. the idiosyncrasies of certain 
British journals which pose as ostensible 
admirers of the Nazi creed. Big eireulations| 
do not necessarily connote extensive influence. 
Ifa careful study were given to the record of 
the journals which have been courting Nazi 
smiles, the patriotic German might be inclined 
to pray that his Government should be saved 
from its felends.

But if these agitators keep 
‘on, what may the reaction be where 
these 61,000 are living at present in 
peace?” Consul-General Nakamura, 
who yesterday granted an interview 
to your correspondent, was not so 
‘much indignant as sad’ when he re 
flected what the consequences of the 
‘ntJapanese movement that is 
growing in intensity may be. A 
boycott and a strike cannot serious’ 
effect Jopen as a whole. Both will 
cause sulfering to the few’ Japanese 
living in Cantop.

run it may make Jt very unpleasant 
for the Chinese living in Japanese 
territory.

If they cannot es- 
fablish the fact that they in turn 
heard this story and believed it, and 
didnot themselves manufacture it, 
they will suffer the penslty of death 
for thelr rashness,

Sliver Removed 


For the sake of security, the 
manager of the Bank of Taiwan at 
‘Swatow was having silver removed

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TSINGTAO IN GRIP OF RUMOURS 
Extensive Evacuation Caused by False Reports: Beach 


City’s Gaiety Con! 


itinues Undimmed 


Prot On Own Connesronoest 


‘Tsingtao, Aug. 8. 

Since the beginning of this month, 
about 30,000 Chinese, chiefly of the 
‘poorer classes have evacuated Tsing 
fao by the Kiaotsi Railway alone as 
f result of the numerous rumours of 
the imminent arrival of Japanese 
troops. Many households, "shops, 
hotels and every line of native busi- 
ness are experiencing difficulties as a 
Tesult of depleted staffs, ‘The above 
Agure does not include those who 
have left by steamer and plane and 
those who have eft the city 
By foot or cart and car for the 
country surrounding ‘Tsingtao. A 
conservative estimate of the total 
‘evacuntion must be about 80,000. 

‘This evacuation has been brought 
about as a result of unfounded 
Tumours spread by irresponsible per- 
sons-and to the fact that the Ad- 
‘ministration, in taking precautionary 
measures, commandeered all_native- 
owned trucks and buses. Further, 
alle” among local foreigners of 
thelr own precautionary measures 
being overheard by their servants and 
the fact that the womenfolk and 
children of many Chinese holding 
official capacities have gone 10 
‘Shanghai—explained as merely a pre- 
cautionary move—has tended to put 
the wind up many of the native 
population here and they in turn 
have helped to turn the whisperings 
into portentous and fearsome news 
of Impending Japanese Jandings, and 
have to “git while the, going wos 
e000." 





Food Price Up. 


Food prices have increased very 
appreciably, due {o the shortage of 
transport from the producing areas, 
profiteering, the closure of many 
shops and’ other unreasonable ex- 
planations. In short, a mild form of 
panie exists, which has no real 
Justification and the Administration 
Js doing what it can to rei th 
public, The cotton mills have also 
deen affected by depleted staffs and 
have necessarily had to cut down 
thelr shifts and may even consider 
closing down altogether. About 1,500 
Japanese and Koreans have evacuat~ 
‘ed Tyinonfu and points along the 
KTR. and moved into ‘Tsingtao. 
Some’ of these are returning 10 
Japan, ‘Many ‘Tsinanfu Chinese have 
‘evacuated that place for Tsingtao and 
it seems that there are evacuees xun~ 

‘ng. in all direetions—probably out 
‘of the frying pan into the fire. 

Tn’ spite of all this, the holiday 
spirit refuses to be dampened and 
the benches, hotels and cafes are 
seones of galety. Responsible and 
old residents remain firm in. their 
belief that Tsingtao is the safest place 
in China and that there is no need 
{0 worry about the safety of the 
place in the present circumstances. 

‘On July 30 evening, a boxing card 
of 24 rounds (eight ‘bouts of three 
2-minule rounds) was presented to 
‘Tsingtao Nght fans at the Edgewater 
open alr ing, promoted by ‘Mr. J.

TSINGTAO HAS FIVE 
DAYS OF TYPHOON 


Much Damage Suffered from 
‘The Recent Storm

‘Tsingtao, Aug. 8, 

‘Tsingtao has just emerged from the 
throes of a typhoon which lasted for 
practically. five whole days. ‘The 
strong winds blowing piled the wild 
seas high on the beaches, damaging 
many front row bathing boxes at the 
Strand Beach, also the road at the 
‘east end, 

‘The sea wall at the Pacifle Road 
Beach was breached and a foreign 
man, woman and two children were 
injured at the German Beach—they 
were foolish enough to try conclu~ 
sions with the heavy seas there and 
were bruised and eut on the rocks, 
Diving rafts at all the beaches were 
‘damaged and sent adrift and the wild 
seas even broke over and on. to the 
Foads. 

‘Light and telephone wires and

shipping schedules were disarranged 
causing many holidaymakers return- 
ing to Shanghai to be held up. The 
winds abated on the 6th and misty 
and uncertain weather prevails now.

THREE EARTHQUAKES 
AND A TYPHOON 


‘Tsingkiangpu Finds Weather 
Not to Its Liking

‘Tsingkiangpu, Ku, Aug. 4, 

Three distinct earthquake shocks 
were felt here on Sunday the 2nd, 
The first about 430 am, the second 
Jebout seven and the third about 630 
that evening, To the superstitious 
these shocks were a foreboding of 
evil, 

‘On Monday a wind of typhoon pro- 
portions began blowing and Increased 
in intensity all thebugh the afternoon 
‘and night. Considerable damage to 
{tees and poorly bull houses has re- 

‘The surfacing of the road to Yang- 
chow is nearing completion with the 
Promise of all being finished by the 
last of the month. ‘This advance is 
Jalmost_ unbelievable and certainly 
Jadds greatly to the comfort and 
[speed of travel. Busses which former- 
ly took all day from here to Yang- 
chow or Chinkiang now hope to make 
the trip in five hours. 

‘The sluice gates of the new Yellow 
River project have been opened and 
‘a large body of flood water is now 
being carried to the sea by this new 
route. Whether this will prove a 
permanent blessing remains to be 
Seen. As much of the new channel 
is dug through fine sand and as this 
sand tends to run right back into the 
channel there is the fear that after a 
few months the channel will have 
silted up so as to be useless, 

Farmers are receiving excellent 
prices for their products and the pros- 
pects for autumn crops are good, 
However, owing to a distrust, on the 
part of many, to paper notes (as over 
against the silver dollar) many farm- 
ers are content to sell only what they 
must for immediate cash, holding 
wheat, ele. in the beliet it is a safer 
proposition than paper currency. This 
fear will pass in time if the integrity 
[of the government is not impaired for 
other reasons,

Crops Exceptionally Goi 


‘The Jukao crops this autumn are 
lexeeptionally good. As one ap- 
proaches the western border of Jukao 
fand inthe Taichowhsien one sees 
Fice fields that cannot very well be 
‘exeelled and in Jukao itself the corn 
‘erop this year reaches 8 feet in height 
and bears heavily. Jukaohsien is, 
not only the most populated section 
of the world but it has had the r 
ulation for centuries as one of the 
‘most productive sections of the world. 
Until recently the Jukao people wer 
exceedingly prosperous, but com- 
‘munism, tufel and opium eating has 
token ‘the blue ribbon from the 
population. At present conditions are 
rapidly improving, communism is 
practically unknown, bandits have 
largely left the country and the fight 
fs on against the use of opium, Im- 
morality is next to be combalted, for 
venereal disease is rapidly on’ the 
increase, 

It fs said that one of the charac- 
teristics of the old of the Jukao 
people is that they are inclined to

Instead of among themselves. For

‘munication interrupted. ‘Telephone 
and telegraph wires aro down, trees 
uprooted, The greatest loss, however, 
is to the farmers whose corn erop 
how depend upon dry weather and 
sunshine, — With the heavy winds 
came rain which moistened the 
ground resulting in much corn be- 
ing uprooted by the wind.

Calling on Mr. Stirling Fessenden, 
Seeretary-General_ of the Shanghai

At the corner ‘of Hungjao and ‘Great 
‘Western Roads the official party first 
came to a stop, Here there was a 
Chinese outpost, fully manned by 
members of the’ Peace Preservation 
Corps in fleld kit, carrying rifles with 
fixed bayonets.

It was 
stopped once more about’ a mile 
further on, and the cars wore sear- 
ched by Japanese and Chinese mem-

‘The incident occurred off the Ning- 
Jshao Wharf of the French Bund at 
Jabout 10 pm. when the ss." Hsin 
‘Ningshao, which has been on day and 
night service, carrying passengers to 
Jand from Ningpo, arrived. from the 
Chekiang port, The wharf was then 
jerowded with refugees. In order to 
favold the rush for accommodation, 
three of them together with two 
wharf ‘coolles hired a boat with a 
view to boarding the vessel from the 
riverside ahead of others.

China Daily News" representatives 
eruised along the barricade, ‘Two 
obsolete “river steamers, the Foo 
Shing and the San Kiang, were the 
heaviest eraft in the boom, the rest 
being huge junks trom all parts of 
China, judging by the differences. In 
their ‘construction. Behind the line 

‘modern steamer, like ah 
in charge, the ss. Chung: 
Hsing. This bigger vessel’ is also 
moored with her stem pointing to 
Pootung. 

It is believed that this barricade 
has been thrown up ag a measure of 
protection for the Chinese.

Scores Arrested Along Many

Six spies arrested in Chapet_and 
Nantao were executed by order of 
the Lunghwa Military Headquarters 
‘on August 13.

‘Messages from. vill 
slong the Canton-Hankow, Peiping- 
Henkow, ‘Tientsin-Pukow and other 
railways also report extensive ¢s- 
Dionage work during the past several 
weeks. Scores of arrests have been 
made, In an announcement made by 
the military authorities stationed at 
Chengehow, over twenty spies have 
been rounded up recently.

AEROPLANE CRASHES 
ON RACE COURSE 


American Flier Makes a 
“Forced Landing” 


A trim little red cabin monoplane 
hovered over “the Race Course| 
on August 13, came down for 
Janding, and then turned turtle on 
the Polo Ground. Huge crowds lined 
the Bubbling Well Road and speculat- 
fed on the identity of the machine, 
while two fre engines and an am- 
bbulance “hhurtied to the scene. ‘The 
‘plane was righted, and the American 
pilot and his mechanic emerged. The 
pilot was Mr. L. A. Lewis, Far East 
ern manager of United Aircraft Ex- 
ports Corporation, the mechanic a 
Mr. R. D. Fedoseyett. 

Neither was hurt in the erash, al- 
though they spent an anxious ‘two| 
minutes before the machine was 
righted by the Fire Brigade to 
‘able them to get out; anxious, be- 
cause petrol was flowing out of the 
tank, and there was danger of the| 
machine suddenly catching fre. 

Interviewed by the “North-China 
Daily News" shortly after he got out 
‘of the machine, Mr. Lewis accounted 
for his presence on the Race Course 
with the terse phrase “Engine trou- 
ble.” A smile played around | the 
corner of his mouth as he sald this,| 
and he later admitted that rumours! 
that the aerodrome would be bombed| 
have reached his oflce in suicient 
numbers to be regarded seriously, 
and that he has arranged for the 
plane to be dismaniled. His me- 
chanic started to remove the wing: 
shortly after 330 pam. 

Mr, Lewis said that he left the 
Lunghwa Aerodrome at about 2.15 
pm. “landed” at the Race 
Course about fifteen minutes later. A 
sudden gust of wind, according to| 
‘observers, lifted one ‘wing, so that 
the ‘plane came down on one wheel. 
‘The tyre burst with the unaceustom- 
ed pressure, a wingtip 
ground, and the 
over on to its back.

Drive Through Chinese Lines 
from Hangchow 


‘Shanghai, Aug. 14 
“We received the most courteous 
treatment throughout, and all the 
Chinese soldiers seemed. to realize 
the diMoully we were in,” said the 
Rev, Charles Boynton ‘last night 
‘when he deseribed to a representa- 
tive of the “North-China Daily 
News" how he,. Mrs, Boynton and 
Dr. E: Stanley Jones had driven 
from Hangchow to Shanghai yester- 
‘day via Soochow and Chenju, aetual- 
ly entering the International Settle- 
ment from Boundary Road after 
dark Jast night. .They were forced 
to take this unusual route from 
Hangehow, he sald, because “the 
Hangchow’ road was ‘impassable. 

Heavy troop concentrations were 
noted by the little party. between 
Shanghai and Chenju, ineluding two 
‘armoured trains at the latter city; 
these trains were camouflaged and 
‘carried heavy guns and anti-aireratt 
guns. Between Kungshan and Soo 
chow, they said, innumerable parties 
of coolies, between two and’ three 
hundred men strong, were to be found 
clearing paddy flelds to a depth of 
fifty feet to. build approaches to 
bridges suitable for heavy motor 
traffic or pontoon bridges. Thousands 
‘of soldiers were encountered, in full 
‘marching kit, on all roads “leading 
towards Shanghai, 

‘The party left ~ Mokanshan at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning, and 
Hangehow at 1030 am, Thelt route 
from that city lay on the new motor 
road to Kashing, Pingwang, Soochow, 
Kunshan and Chenju, Mr, Boynton,

“They frst tried to turn off 
the road from Chenju into Chung- 
shan Road, but were stopped by. 
Chinese soldiers who had strung out 
facross the road and were holding 
back a huge horde of refugees. 

‘These soldiers were friendly, but 
sald that the Chungshan Road had 
been “cut,” and was impassable, 
‘The foreigh trio continued on down 
the road from Chenju, and then tried 
to get through the Connaught Road 
barrier. ‘This was heavily padiocked, 
with barbed wire all over the place, 
and they perforce had to continue 
travelling east until they arrived at 
‘the Shanghai North Statio 

“The North Station 
deserted as the Sahara, 
Boynton, “with the exception of 
six or eight soldiers, all in 
stecl helmets and fully “armed, 
‘who were standing guard by the main 
entranee—you know, where you go in 
to buy your railway tickets. ‘They 
Kalted our car, but we. smiled and 
explained, and’ they eventually let 
us through to Boundary Road, oh 
which not a soul was to be ccen:* 

Friendly Engineer 

‘They next tried to get through at 
Cunningham  Road—this was. shortly 
ater 6 o'clock last night—but found it 
barricaded, ‘the gate padlocked and 
sand-bagged. Russian volunteors said 
it was impossible for them to got 
through. ‘They tried other gates. to 
the west of Cunningham Road, and 
with the same result, “They returned 
to Elgin Road, and there Mr. Boynton 
met a P.W.D. engineer who was 
familiar with his name. 

‘The engineer told them to return. 
fo Cunningham Road, and said he 
would try to get a police inspector to 
Jopen the gate and let them in, They 
accordingly went back along “Boun- 
dary Road, and. waited, ‘and waited, 
and waited. Eventually, a poliee 
inspector came along and opened the 
wate, and they were safe in. the 
International Settiement at last. 

‘While they were waiting in the darie 
un Boundary Road, Mr, Boynton sald, 
fey could’ hear frequent. machine 
Gun ‘ire and the oceasional boom of 
heavier guns; the sound of the fring 
seemed fo come from the north-east, 
fn the @irection of Hongkew Park. 

Mr, Yoynton concluded by emphasi- 
zing that they had met with the most

SETTLEMENT BOMBED 


Nanking Road Corner and Great World Turned Into’ 
Shambles by Missiles of Death 


Shanghai, Aug. 15. 

‘ODERN aerial warfare with all its terrors descended on| 

‘Shanghai yesterday when the Chinese, for the first time, used 
aeroplanes to. bomb the Japanese cruiser Idzumo and Japanese 
positions, All day Chinese aeroplanes swooped over Shanghai 
and were chased away by Japanest anti-aireraft guns, but the 
day's great tragedy occurred about 4.30 when two bombs were 
dropped in the Settlement and two in the French Concession and 
approximately 600 persons, mostly Chinese, were killed, and 1,000) 
‘wounded, 

‘Two bombs fell in Nanking Road on the Palace Hotel and the 
Cathay Hotel and this most popular Shanghai’s corner was con- 
verted into’ veritable shambles, the road being littered with 
dead and dying, Two more were dropped on the Great World, 
‘the amusement resort in Avenue Edward VII, and here the French 
police estimated the casualties at 445 killed and.828 wounded. 

‘Among the foreigners killed in the bombing were: Mr. A. A.| 
‘Williams, accountant of the “North-China Daily News,” who was: 
Killed within. a few seconds of his leaving the office: Dr. Frank 
‘Rawlinson, editor of the “Chinese Recorder,” who was killed as 
he stepped from his car outside the Nanking Theatre; Mr. J. 
Karkatsky, of Clarke's Detective Agency, killed in Nanking Road: 
Prof. Robert Reischauer, cruisé” party leader staying at the! 
Palace Hotel and Dr. R. C, Robertson, of the Lester Institute of 
‘Medical Research, killed on the Settlement side of the Avenue 
Edward VU-Yu 'Ya-ching Road intersection, Dr. Robertson's, 
identification was not possible until an early hour this morning.

Two Russians ted the 
rescue Work, dragging into the Palace 
Hotel a man, whose Teft leg had been 
blown off, The wounded had been 
stunned as well with the intensity of 
the concussion. As they awoke and 
‘became aware of thelr mutilations 
they cried piteously for aid, Helpers 
there were in plenty before the

‘The bombs dropped by the Chinese 
lanes in Nanking Road killed about 
150 people and injured a large num- 
ber, many of whom died later. 

‘One bomb exploded on the root 
of the Palace Hotel and another on 
Nanking Road just in front of the 
middle entrance of Sassoon House. 

"The bomb that dropped on. the 
Palace Hotel erashed down through 
about three floors killing three Chi- 
nese and injuring an indefinite num 
ber. “A foreigner rushed up and 
Jdragged down several of the injured 
including one man who was nearly’ 
dead but trying desperately not to 
fall off the crumbled wall into Nan- 
king Road. 

For ten minutes after 427 pm. 
Jali those eapable of doing so ran 
for shelter as the big German-type 
bombers roared overhead and bursts 
lof onti-aireraft fire continued from 
the Japanese flagship Idzumo, 

Gradually attention turned to the 
Jdead and dying and those calling: 
pathetically for help who littered 
Nanking Road. Fitst'a few foreigners 
who happened to be in the vicinity 
Dogan carrying some of the living 
to cars. which when full, drove off 
to hospital. 

‘Ambulances Arrive 

‘Then members of the SILP., ant 
bulanee workers and others afrived 
Jand the work proceeded at a faster 
pace. ‘The liviug received all. the 
Jattention for the first hour and then 
the dead were piled Into houschold 
moving vans and carried off. It re~ 
quired about two hours of hard 
‘work to clear the street of mangled 
und disjointed human remains. A

‘Confusion reigned in the lobby of 
the Palace Hotel where most of the 
chairs and sofas were occupied by 
bleeding victims of the air attack, 
soon afterwards.

‘Ine lobby of the Cathay Hotel was! 
Jerowded ‘with foreigners most of] 
them sitting tonsely and quietly in 
ute groups. The only indication 
fof tho horror outside was a live but 
injured doorman stretched on the 
{oor near the receiving desk. 

‘To reach the vietims eaught in the 
lupper floors of the Palace Hotel, a 
fall ladder was elevated from ihe 
street by the Shanghai Fire Brigade. 
Tt was impossible to reach the top 
floors in any other way because the 
stairs had been destroyed by  the| 
bomb along with the ceiling and 
Moors of two stories, leaving a great 
open gay 














‘Avenue Edward 


‘More than four hundred persons, 
Including at least one foreigner, 
were killed or fatally wounded at 
the intersection of Avenue Edward 
Vit and Yu Ya Ching Road at about. 
430 ‘pm, when a high explosive 
aerial bomb was dropped near the 
trae crow's nest and mushroomed 
over the wide crossing. Between six 





‘and seven hundred others were in 


Jured more or less seriously. Several 
miotor-cars and a "bus were burned to 
2 erlsp, the tram post was wrecked 
ond. the fronts of several buildings 
facing the intersection were badly 
scorched. ‘The Great World Amuse 
ment Centre and the property 
joining the Taoist Temple, diagonally 
‘opposite were among the places 
seared by fire. 

‘The big crossing was reduced to a 
shambles in the wink of an eye, and 
two hours later firemen, police, Red. 
Cross workers, Chinese’ Boy Scouts 
and others were still searching for 
Dodies in the ruins. Most of those 
alled or wounded were refugees, and 
many met thelr fate in rickshaws. 
The” bodies were most horribly 
mangled, some of them being without 
heads and limbs or otherwise mu- 
Wilated, “The pavement was running 
in blood end, especially in front of 
the Great World were the corpses 
piled high owing to the congestion at 
{he time of the air attack. They lay 





amid thelr boxes and bundles and 
‘bird-cages. 
‘Trae Man Killed 
‘The Chinese constable of the 


French Police who’ was directing 
traffe from the crows mest was in- 
stantly killed, as were two other 
Chinese policemen. A French ser 
geant, a Chinese policeman and an 
Annamite were wounded. On the 
Seitlement side, the police escaped 
‘unhurt although several were on duty 
there at the time of the explosion. 
AL was reported last night that pro- 
bably two or three civilian foreigners 
were killed or wounded In the open 
street. 

Seenes of the utmost horror ensued 
rs the eries of hundreds of victims 
plereed the alt which was acrid with 
bomb smoke. Many of the victims 
were in the houses and it took some 
time to get them out. Others were 
Lurled in debris and were extricated 
with diffeulty. Settlement ~ and. 
French ambulances and fire engines 
sped to the scene, while a large force 
‘of police, on both sides, was required 
to keep ‘order. 

Besides the regulars, Fire Brigade 
Volunteers did heroie work to cope 
with the catastrophe and worked 
‘for hours, soaked in blood amd breath 
ing the swell of burned flesh. A 
latge corps of Chinese Red Cross and 
benevolent society workers, as well as 
Chinese Boy "Scouts, "also did 
splendidly in the most trying cireum- 
stances. 

Police from the Chengtu Road 
Station and the French Police last 
right attempted to find, shelier for 
hundreds of survivors. “Many were 
billeted in the Taoist Temple on the 
Settlement side. 

Gaping Crater Left 

Near the traflle crow's nest, slightly’ 
towards Boulevard de Montigny, the| 
‘shell left a large gaping crater in the 
Pavement, Against the trafic stand-| 
Srd a large motor-car had come to 


‘grict and was completely burned out, 
Several other ears fared Ukewise and 
their charred hulls were left at var- 
fous points on the crossing. Some 
drivers were killed at the wheels. 
‘The houses presented a broken aspect, 
with shop fronts wrecked and wine 
dows smashed. Glass splinters were 
strewn over the entire intersection. 

‘Settlement and French ambulances, 
piled high with the dying and in- 
Jured, went to the various hospitals. 
Soon ‘Paulun Hospital announced that 
it was over-crowded and could not 
receive any more patients for the 
time being. The dead were taken 
to the mortuaries, “Early this morn- 
ing many of them had not yet been 
identified; Jndeed many could not 
Possibly be recognized even by those 
‘earest to them. 

Concession Casualties 

In many other parts of the French 
Concession was serious injury caused 
to Chineso residents and damage 
done to houses. Shells burst during 
the morning and afternoon and a. 
number of persons were struck by 
‘shrapnel, Seven were wounded at 22 
Roule Pere Robert, and at 1033 
‘Avenue Joffre one was injured ser-| 
ously. Another casualty was at 240 
‘Avenue du Rol Albert. Damage 
‘alone was done at 215 Route des 
Socurs, in Rue Pottier, Rue Pere 
Dugout and other localities, ‘The 
French “ambulances were. busy 
throughout the day,‘as was the Fire 
Brigade. French Police, Reserves 
‘and Volunteers all were under full 
‘mobilization. 

‘Just when the cluster of bombs 
dropped along Nanking Road, a for~ 
clgner was driving his Essex along 
the Bund at the end Nanking Road 
a fragment of an exploding bomb 
‘whistled through the air straight in 
hhis direction but was intercepted by 
the face of the Chinese Police Con- 
stable 319.0n trate duty at the corner 
not five yards away from him. ‘The 
constable fell dead and the car wi 
blown over on its side but the for- 
feigner climbed out uninjured, he 
told a reprosentative of the “North 
China Daily News” half-an-hour 
Tater. 














‘Miraculous Escape 
‘Mr, Ferie Shaffer, well known, in 
Shanghal, especially as a leading 
tennis umpire, had a miraculous 
‘escape from death. He was standing 
fon Nanking Road not Atty yards from 
Where the bomb exploded, People 
fon all sides of him went down and 
all his clothing was soaked with their 
blood. Unharmed —himbelf he 
ran back to the Bund, On reach- 
Ing his car, parked “in front of 
jorth:China Daily New:

trembling under it. The carnage he 
sald was due largely to falling plaster 
fand fying glass which mowed down

‘ment in the Sino-Japanese war 
horror-stricken popula! 
the victims of the drama. 
and dismay have been arcused 





unfolded itself yesterday to the 


n of this City—at once the audience and 
Feelings of the deepest resentment 


by this latest proof that aerial 


warfare cannot be controlled even to the point of sparing the 
citizens of an international enclave for whose safety both prin- 
cipals share an international responsibility. 

‘At s0 poignant a moment, examination of the causes of this 
horrible slaughter of peaceful ‘civilians is a pitifully arid occupa~ 
tion, It ministers only to an outraged sense of helplessness and 
has ‘no practical value for the present. Shanghai learnt part of 


the lesson in 1932. 


Application of it has been in default and its 


revival in a more terrible form is the consequence. 
Nor is thore satisfaction in pointing to the apparent failure of 
the foreign governments to ‘perceive the dangers which were 


plainly hovering over Shanghai 


during the last fortnight. Now 


there is little doubt that the full gravity of the situation is known 


all over the world. 


That gives some hope that measures will not 


be wanting to bring both principals to a realization of the im- 
portance, in their own interests, of transferring their military 
operations, if need for such still continues. 

‘This journal whose offices have been and are in the centre 
of the fearful holocaust of yesterday afternoon, hopes that ex- 





pression of the deepest sympathy with the relatives of the killed 
and wounded—foreigners and Chinese—will not seem to be too 
empty a gesture. 

‘The vital duty is to urge upon all authorities who can in any 
way bring their influence to bear on the Chinese and Japanese 
Governments so.that instant steps may be taken to avert a further 
extension of this wicked—and, it seems to helpless beholders,| 
wanton—crime against civilization.

Shanghai, Aug. 16. 

With the return of the two dre- 
floats from the A.P.C, installation 
down river yesterday morning, full 
deiails were obtained of the saving 
‘of the two main tanks containing 
thousands of tons of lubricating ond 
other oll. A vast quantity of §0- 
gallon drums of oll and wax. con- 
fainers caught @re or blew up, to 
the peril of the small band of fire- 
men from the Harbour Fire Brigade. 
‘The work of Aghting the fire was 
‘carried out under the personal diree- 
tion of Mr. W. J. German, Chief Fire 
Officer of the brigade, who did not 
return to his home uniil late yester- || 
day morning. 

‘Two bombs were dropped by the 
Chinese ‘planes, which were appar 
‘ently aiming at a Japanese cruiser 
in mid-stream, and the godowns 
caught fire: this spread to the oll 
drums. ‘The wharf coolies imme- 
diately fled, and the foreign resident 
engineer had to board a launch and 
proceed all the way up river to 

immon the Fire Brigade, the Poo-

interrupted. 

"The bombs were dropped at 4.15 
pam, and the Pooch! and the Huning 
were on the scene by 540 pm, the 
delay being due both to the lack of 
communications and the strong ebb 
tide, 1 

Both dre floats were soon in action ' 
with their biggest hoses, pumping 
water on the flames at a rate of over 
8.000 gallons a minute. — So strong. 
was the pressure on the hoses that, 
the firemen frequently lost their 
footing and slipped and stumbled in 
their attempis to bring the powerful 
Jels of water to bear where they did 
‘the most good. 

At times, the main tanks seemed 
to be enveloped in sheets of flame, 
but long and strenuous work Anally 
resulted in their being cut off from 
the danger.

China Market Could Be More 
Fully Explored 


Unlike their ploneer forefathers 
who attempted “to open up the 
North-West Passage to Cathay, pres- 
ent day Canadians seem to’ have 
forgotien the trading opportunities 
open to them in China, amt the 
commodities which they ‘could take 
from this country in exchange. This 
view was expressed by Mr. George 
‘M, Murray, who is 2 director of the 
“Vancouver, Sun”, in an interview 
with the “North-China Herald” on 
‘August 9, Mr, Murray is on a three 
‘months visit to China, partly in order 
to seek opportunities’ for closer per- 
sonal contact between Chinese ‘and 
‘Canadian traders, “He arrived on the 

. Empress of Asia on Aug. 7. 
‘capacity as a member of the 
Provinelal Legislature of Victoria, 
Mr. ‘Murray is especially interested 
in bringing back to Canada the in- 
terest in China which was displayed 
by such ploneers as Willlam ‘Van 
Horne and Lord Shaughnessy. In the 
days when what are now cities in 
Canada were mere towns and vil- 
Tages. ships were dispatched to China 
laden with merchandise, Nowadays, 
however, Canadian traders are more 
fnterested in America and Europe as 
markets for their goods, and con 
sequently they are not exploiting to 
‘the full the immense possibilities of 
‘the China market, 


Principal Exports 
Canatia’s principal exports to China 
at the moment are pulp, paper, 
lumber, ‘metal products, flour and 
wheat, ‘They far outweigh imports to 
Canada from China. It Is" hoped 
within the next decade or so not only 
to develop a larger market for 
Canadian goods in Chin, but also to 
adjust the trade balance between the 
‘two countries, At the present time, 
ocal prosperity in Canada tends to 
prevent the people from being “sea 
conscious” as their forefathers. were, 
‘What Canada is planning to do is 
to develop closer relationships ‘be- 
tween Canadian and Chinese business- 
men, Very few Canadians come {0 
Chinn on business trips, and it is 
felt that personal contacts would play 
an important part in enlarging the 
‘trade between the two countries 

‘Mr. “Murray confessed himself 
“astounded” at the tremendous devel- 
opments which have taken place | I 
in China since his Inst visit to’ this 
country ten years ayo. With the 
‘greater opportunities for trade which 
were presented by this rapid develop- 
ment, Canada should take a larger 
share in the China market, and live 
up to the traditions of the British 
nation, which was essentially a sea~ 
faring race. 

In order to encourage exports ot 
‘Chinese goods to Canada, Mr, Murray 
sald that he was very much in favour 
of 4 substantial reduction in the 
tarift of many commodities, and a 
rovision of the business and tariff 
scheines, to make it easier for 
Chinese’ goods to compete inthe 
Canadian market, “This suit T have 
fon at the moment," he said, “was 
bought in China for US$12.' It it 
were put on the Canadian market at 
that price, there would be crowds 
queuing up to buy up the stocks. But

jever, is that there is no big national 
holiday looming in the near future, 
‘and in any ease not one of such im: 
portance as to warrant the produc- 
tion of British, French, German 
Malian and other national standards 
Im such bulk. Samples of the fags 
‘of at least six nationalities are to be 
seen hanging over the counters of the 
[French Coneession flag. shops, and 
Jouyers may take their choice from 
[wide sclection of vivid colours. 

In view of the custom in the 
Settlement and the Concession past 
during disturbances in Shanghai, it 
Is probable that there is a very good 
reason behind the extra hours which 
flag manufacturers are now putting 
fn. I will be remembered that for~ 
eign flags fluttered proudly from 
many a dwelling in previous times 
of trouble, conferring a feeling of 
Immunity.’ “Recalling the shelter 
offered by national standards in the 
past, it is likely that Chinese resi 
dents in the foreign areas are setting 
in stores of flags for possible emer- 
gencies.

A foreigner was found dead and 
/foating on the Whangpoo River near 
the China Soap Co, Factory in the 
Yangtszepoo District off the lower 
buoys 27 and 20, at 7.45 am, on Aug.

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OBITUARY 


Dr. Hans Zoerner 

The news of Dr, Hans Zoerner's 
death on August 9 after a short bi 
very, serious Illness has profoundly 
shocked his many Chinese and forcign 
friends. 

Professor Dr. Zoerner, who was the 
Girector of the Institute of Farm 
Economies at the University of Berlin, 
aecepted an invitation of the Univer: 
sity of Nanking to hold a series of 
lectures; he arrived in Shanghat trem, 
Germany at the beginning of May. 

Professor Zoerner was 1 well known 
‘uthority on agricultural matters and 
cepecialiy on fa1m economies. Shortly 
ater his arrival in China he went 
to Nanking where the extent of his 
experience and the wide rane of his 
Knowledge considerably Impressed all 
those with whom he came in contact, 
‘On completion of a course of lectures 
in Nanking he set out for a long trip 
throughout the southern and contrat 
provinees of China with the object 
of persenaily studying local conditions 
in the inland so a8 to give his students 
in Nanking firsthand advice from 
the mass of material and knowledge 
he had acquired, A trip throughout 
the northern provinces was also 

fanned, but unfortunately not com= 
jeted owing to the serious nature of 
the illness which suddenly tefell him 
ond which very rapidly led to his 
death. 

Professor Dr. Zoerner has during his 
comparatively short stay here made a 
number of friends in China and his 
death will be profoundly regretted by 
all. ‘The thoughts of his friends wilt 
be drawn in grief to his wife and 
children from whom he has beon so 
sadly parted in the prime of his life. 














Mr, J. J. Dawe 


Well-known and loved by _many 
of the veteran residents of Shanghai, 
who knew him during his long stay 
in this city, Mr. J. J. Dawe died in 
‘South Africa recently, according to 
Information received in Shanghai 
fon August 12, 

‘Mr. Dawe came to Shanghai from 
Newfoundland, his birthplace, well 
before the beginning of this century, 
‘and in his early days was a keen 
member of the Shanghal Rowing 
Club. Prior to 1909, he was with 
Messrs. Locksmith ' & Co,, import 
merchants, and on the liquidation of 
that concern ho joined Messrs, Fraser 
& Co, who dealt in dyes. Mr, Dawe 
made” a fortune while with this 
‘company, and in his heyday was a 
keen rider. About 1925, he loft 
Fraser & Co. and became connected 
with a mill in Tsingiao, and on his 
Felurn he was engaged ‘as usher in 
HM, Supreme Court for China, 
Shanghai. 

He remained in this position untit 
the beginning of this year, when he 
retired to South Africa to live with 
his son-in-law and daughter. Mes, 
Dawe, who is also from a Canadian 
family, is at present in South Africa. 
Mr. Dawe always took a particular 
interest in the activities of Holy 
Trinity Cathedral, of which he was 
Ja sidesman for many years, and a 
vestryman since the ‘vestry. was 
started. “He also followed the life of 
the Cathedral School very closely, 
and one of his habits was to attend 
‘morning prayers at the school every 
day.

‘The past is not an infallible 
guide to the future, but the assump= 
tion is fair that, before long, Shan- 
tung and Fukien, provinces in. which 
Jwpan possesses "Important, interests, 
‘would suddenly develop a “spontane-| 
ous” demand for “autonomy"—under 
Japan's benign guidance, ‘Then China 
s-much weakened by the loss of 
‘Charhar and Hopei—would be coun- 
selled to let Shantung and Fukien 
0, however resentful she might feel, 
Jest a worse thing befalt her.

Woroughly disorganized "condition, 
would not be simply serious - but 
disastrous. Japan's trade with China 
would practically cease. She would 
hhave to turn much of her industrial 
machinery to war purposes and so 
‘will lose foreign markets. She would 
bbe spending much more and receiving 
‘iuch Yess. 

‘A war would, of course, cause loss 
to British interests, but not nearly so 
jcomplete and final a loss as the 
‘domination of China by. Japan: ‘The 
British interests in North China are 
‘extensive, There is also much British 
‘capital invested in loans secured on 
Customs revenues.

‘China has been a free country and 
open to all foreign nations. » Several 
powerful nations have acquired im- 
ense concessions in Chinese terri- 
tory; they have big interests at stake 
Te is vitally to thelr interests to aid 
China’ in the latter's predicament, 
Are they doing so or nol? We can- 
‘not see much evidence of it, although 
We undoubtedly have thelt and al- 
most universal sympathy. What. we 
‘need however, at this instant when 
‘we have been caught unprepared and 
of our guard, is material help, It 
Would pay some of the powers, 
are chiefly and heavily interested in 
China, to go out of their way to 
seck an avenue of escape for us 
in this’ impasse. “Have they sought 
for it? 

‘You, Sir, recently wrote that our 
Generalissimo and our government 
have done their utmost, and are at 
thelr ‘wits ends to find a way to 
ssutisty the demands of the Japanese 
war machine, ie, without having to 
commit suicide. "Why then do not 
those powers intervene? It is not 
‘at all Impossible for them to do 30, 
It fs indeed very possible, es 1 will 
proceed to submit. Or is’ the world 
going to be allowed to fall into chaotic 
conditions, which is evidently what 
is, gradually happening? 

‘Three (or four) of the great powers 
could easily hold up Japan's’ inte 
minable aggression by threatening to 
prevent Japan's goods from entering 
{the formers’ countries or possessions. 
Exports are Japan's life lever. ‘The 
United States, Britain, France, con- 
trol most of the territories whereto 
span sells her manufactures. 1f such 
‘2 threat was put into effect, how 
[could Japan continue building up such 
‘an enormous war machine, and 
feed it? Moreover, the aforesaid 
Jeountries could also refuse to sell 
to Jahan the vital raw materials that 
‘enable Japan to manufacture almost 
all.things- 

Possibly the sald powers woula 
ke to take such steps, but they 
may be afraid of European en- 
{tanglements. Or there may be some 
other important reason. We do not 
know. ‘But there is no time to be 
Jost: And there is danger of univer- 
sal_chaos stepping in, 

‘China has lived peacefully and in 
harmony with all” foreign nations 
excepling one, viz: Japan. Only this 
country has ‘come to disturb the 
harmony, through greediness, and 
relying on her strength, and regard 
less of the good interésts of any 
‘other nation. 

‘Thus, in the meantime there soems 
to be no loophole of escape for 
China. ‘There remains for us nothing 
but, resistance, as previously ex: 
plained, and until the last man, It 
is also possible that China will 
produce a surprise ere all this is over. 
Japan's war machine cannot hold out 
for years without material foreign 
support. The people of Japan will not 
wait for years. ‘They have been told 
bby the Japanese press that this will 
be a plenie for thelr war machine, 
‘They may yet get a nasty shock. 
And! tn Ghat ease" what will happen 
in Japan? 

Finally, by resisting we have at 
east the chance of preventing the 
Japanese octopus from chaining us 
own for good and all; whereas if 
we did not resist we would certain- 
ly eventually become an. enslaved 
people.

‘ages camped on the pavement, with 
thelr bundles, or else wandering 
hopelessly through the streets not 
Knowing where to go. Why isn't a 
committee being formed to take care 
of this sort of thing? What are the 
‘wealthy Chinese society women doing. 
these days to help? 

Landlords or tenants are sub-etting 
their houses or part of their houses 
at exorbitant ronts. At a time like 
this, when humanitarian instincts 
should come to the fore, people 

‘usual think of the almighty dollar 
‘and squeeze all they ean out of un 
fortunates, Shelter could be provid- 
ed for hundreds if some of the 
wealthy Chinese, who own large 
mansions which ‘are closed up and 
not inhabited, were to get togethar 
jand co-operate in this respect. In 
contrast one sees the Japanese pro- 
viding every means of safety and 
‘comfort for thelr nationals, even to 
the extent of reducing steamer fares 
to enable their people to get back 
to thelr country. 

T hope this meets the eye of some 
of these hard-hearted house owners. 
who have never known what it is to

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PALESTINE PROBLEM 
‘The Jewish Case 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonmi-Ciuwa Dany News" 


Sin—In referring to Dr. Chaim 
‘Welzmann's speech, in your Jeaderette 
‘on August 6, you said there is a gult 
between the’ school of thought which 
contends that Palestine should be re~ 
turned to the Jews in folo irrespec- 
tive of other people's interests, and. 
those who believe that the only real 
chance of a settlement is by some 
compronifse by which the rights of 
all concerned are recognized. Your 
theory, though fair when looked 
upon’ from a. general standpoint of 
view, is not in this caso supported 
by sound reasoning. No falr-minded 
or responsible Jew much less Dr. 
‘Welzmann, does harbour the thought 
of gaining his point at the cost of 
others. Even the most ardent Zionist 
‘does ot wish for more than a fair 
chance on an equal footing with 
‘others. What, every Jew desires, 
lunder present conditions, is a free 
and unrestricted access to the Holy 
Land where he can work out his 
destiny and live in peace, 

Jews are not aiming at politica: 
control in Palestine at this juncture, 
even if such could be had for the 
usking. ‘They are content. to~leave 
this prerogative to the Mandatory 
Power for the time being, and until 
sucha time when self-government 
could be had to advantage; and In 
the absence of political control there 
fs no question of exclusive rights. 
‘There will be a chance for all to 
live on equal terms. ‘The Jew’s im- 
‘mediate concern ig that he be allow. 
ed to go about his way free and 
tunhampered and to live as elrcum+ 
stances may permit, under his own 
municipal government as is done in 
‘Tel-Aviv. Such, I am sure, were the 
views held by’ the authors of the 
Balfour Declaration, and such, one 
may fee at a glance, Is embedded 
inthis famous» document, 

‘As has been already stated in 
your valued columns on July 30, 
the first ten years of British occupa 
tlon was peaceful, and Jews and 
Arabs in Palestine lived quite 
friendly and were pleased with each 
other, Jews bought lands from 
Arab’ holders at fabulous. prices, 
‘cultivated tho same and made them 
frultful by hard’ work «ind skilled 
Aabour, enhancing thereby the value 

‘the Arabs 

‘This state of affairs could 
6n indefinitely had not 
interested individuals 
trigued and incited” the  simple- 
minded Arabs against the Jews, Bat 
for this pernicious work, Jews and 
Arabs could have still “lived in 
‘amity and goodwill with each other. 
‘Thore was give and take on both 
sides, with “no question of one 
pushing on his way at the expense 
of the other, No force of any sort 
at any time was used, and if land- 
owners did not wish to part with 
thelr holdings no power on earth 
could have made them do #0, and 
there matters would have ended, 


‘The Arabs, us a nation, have no 
settled home! He Is nomad by” na- 
ture, and if It sulted his purpose to 
sell’ out his interests in one place 
Mt is immaterial for him if he did 
fo and went to live in another, 
There is not, therefore, an Arab 
grievance in Palestine, nor have they 
‘any cause for complaint, 


The views held by the British 
Government in 1917 concerning Jew- 
ish settlement in Palestine, as under 
lining the Balfour Declaration, stilt 
hold good and are workable as far 
as Jews are concerned, ‘The latter 
have played thelr part fairly and 
creditably to themselves, Tt is the 
Arabs who are wanting, and there 
ls not the shadow of a cause for 
‘complaint on thelr part 


1 cannot fail in with your views 
that the Arabs have historical rights 
in Palestine. What historical rela- 
tion they have to the place is the act 
‘of conquest, but this does not give 
the victor national rights. It needs 
the shark and stamp of the people 
inhabiting a land to entitle them to 
such a claim. What has the Arab 
‘done in Palestine; what mark has he 
Jett in the land to justify his claim 
fo historleal rights? He has not a 
single place in the whole land which 
ho can, call his own in a national 
Sense. The very sacred places the 
Arabs hold are of Jewish origin and 
belong thereto, ‘The Jews, on the 
other hand, even after the havoc and 
devastation wrought by a score of 
centuries still have thelr mark al- 
most on every inch of the land in 
‘Palestine, Ruined and devastated as 
@ result ‘of the Arabs’ invasion and 
Ultimate capture, Palestine remained 
what it was then, and the captors 
did not inlay in ii either money or 
thought for ils development, content= 
ing themselves with the bare idea 
‘of mastership. T-do not, therefore, 
concur that the Arabs’ have any 
historical or national right to Pales- 
tine, nor have they any grievance 
‘against the Jews. ‘Their hue and ery 
is simply the work of propaganda, 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann and, others 
were not wide of the mark in not 
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sharing the views of those who re- 
commend compromise and that’ sort 
of a patch-up settlement. They are 
perfectly correct laying the cause of 
this turmoil and unrest in Palestine 
at the door of the Government. This 
is, indeed, a universal verdict, and 
as it, was stated in your columns 
recently, had the authorities in 
Palestine used proper measures in 
the riot of 1929, there would have 
been no recurrence of the same in 
1036. 

As to the risk resultant from 
“All, om—2," I should say a people 
who had walted for two thousand 
years in the hope of one day re- 
Covering thelr independence, should 
prefer fo remain in that hope for an- 
other two. thousand years or 
so. rather than barter thelr 
birthright for one-quarter share, 
or soll the same for a plate 
of pottage. Compromise may have 
Its value, but it will not settle things 
definitely. It may serve for a. while, 
but it is bound to leave room for 
{ietions and lay the seeds for further 
(rouble. 


Dr. Weizmann may be wrong in 
isting on abolishing the quota, but 
‘the quota administered fairly and 

in the sense it was originally inten« 

‘There were times, especially 
during the troublous days, when 
skilled labour was lamentably scarce 
in Palestine, and lands were left un- 
developed for the want of labour, but 
instead of relaxing the quota 'and 
releasing more men into the country, 
the Government used more drastic 
restrictions In deference to the Arabs’ 
wishes and threat, 

Whitehall would have done well 
had it played its hand impartially 
‘and not minding elther side. By 
using the power invested In her, as 
2 Mandatory Power, Great Britain 
Could have played her game to the 
ratisfaction of both, Arabs and Jews. 
But she did not, she has firted with 
the aggressor and unwittingly brought 
conditions in Palestine to a climax.

In a perilous condition.” It is too 
true, even in the ease of world Jewry. 
It is backing that they need, as th 
Arabs seom to have, and this is the 
erux of the whole dificulty. In this 
instance, however, the Jews thought 
they did have some powerful backing 
Uehind them. They trusted to the 
weatest power on earth—Great 
Britain—and taking her word as final, 
migrated Into Palestine as best they’ 
could, and now they are at the risk 
of being deserted. 

It appears, although the Jews have 
suffered for so long, the eid of thelr 
wffering Is not yet in view. ‘They 
will have to suffer more, 1 suppose. 
There is an old saying, “He that is 
drenched in water, neod not mind 
‘even the heaviest of showers.”

SHANGHAI'S TROUBLE 
A Chinese View 


To the Editor of the 
“Norm-Cunxa Dany News” 


Sim—The withdrawal of Paoantul 
from’ Shanghai area in’ compliance 
with the Japanese demand would 
seem to be advisable as a measure of 
expediency. Such an action would 
no doubt meet with general appro- 
ation of the foreign community 
whose prime interest is the avoidance 
of hostilities in the environs of 
Shanghai. As far as the foreign 
population is concerned anything else 
fs but of little importance and as for 
the right or wrong of the issue in 
volved, the foreigners are apt to con- 
sider it drawing too fine a line, 

Tk is but just to assume that a 
hostility in Shanghai at the present 
time is not included in the Japanese 
programme of nibbling. In the frst 
place, Japanese occupation of Ping- 
‘sin ‘area has not been completed. 
Japan would prefer not to. start 
taking another bite ot China until she 
hhas more or less digested what she 
has eaten. In the second place 
‘Japan must be a little wary of taxing 
the patience of the other foreign na- 
tions too far, the more so since 
‘Shanghai plays such an important 
part in the forelgn commerce of 
China and is the concentration point 
of foreign population in this country, 
and foreigners are naturally more 
concerned with what occurrs here 
than in any other part of China, In. 
the third place, Shanghal has a siz~ 
‘able Japanese colony and consider- 
able Japanese property and Japanese 
strategists are naturally not inclined 
to expose these to danger of hostill- 
ties which might cause destruction 
of Japanese mercantile and industrial 
establishments not to say. even of 
Japanese lives here. 

However, the unfortunate Hungjao 
affray precipitated matters and 
brought a formidable Japanese 
‘armada to these shores and the de- 
mand for the withdrawal of the 
Paoantui. None is wise enough to 
foretell of the things that are to) 
come, An Inferno is in the offtag, if 
the Chinese should choose to contest 
the issue, which they may take a 
notion to do, in which event large- 
sealed destruction of Chinese and 
foreign (including Japanese) property 
will be sure to be sustained. Chinese 
will be the principal sufferers but they 
‘may be comforted in that others will 
lose too. Misery loves company. 

‘The Hungjao offray is but an 
isolated incident which is not likely: 
to recur in a hundred years and 
Ought not to be used as a wedge to 
pry off what little defence the Chi- 
ese have left. The Japanese version 
of the unfortunate affair is at best a 
mere conjecture in view of the fact 
that the victims did not live to tell 
just what occurred, and should not, 
bbe accepted as the truth and “nothing 
but the truth.” It Is fair to assume 
that they were armed since they 
‘were reconnoltring so far from thelr 
base and, to be fair, T shall retrain 
from reconstructing the events lead- 
ing to the fatal shooting which 
resulted in two deaths of each nation 
ality. Te is highly regrettable that 
the two Japanese should venture into 
the vulnerable point of the opposite 
camp during this time of high ten~ 
sion. They probably did not do it 
knowing for the service they were 
connected with would get very. 
touchy if such inappropriate visit 
were made on thelr own vital points, 
Tt is not so long ago that two foreign 
‘women were roughly handled for 
allegedly being nosy. near the gate of 
the Japanese Embassy in Peiping. 

Now as to the legal aspect of the 
Issue, the demand of the Japanese 
has no legitimate basis whatsoever. 
Even the lop-sided truce agreement 
terminating the last Shanghai hostili- 
les and arrived at under duress, 
permitted thelr stationing. They have 
more right here, legally speaking, than 
the Japanese soldiers in the Shang- 
hai ‘area, or the Japanese soldiers| 
overrunning Peiping, Tientsin and 
Northern Hopel. There has never’ 
been a single instance where Chinese 
soldiers entered either the Settle- 
ment or the Concession within the 
Fecent years but there has been in- 
stances where Japanese soldiers ven- 
tured into Chinese-controlled areas 
for manouvres and/or other purposes. 
Whence the menace from Chinese 
soldiers? The present Japanese de- 
mands are therefore exorbitant. They 
are tantamount to going into another 
man's home and getting a “drop” on 
‘him and then insisting that he throw 
away everything that may possibly 
be used as a weapon, and keeping on 
Pointing a gun at the heart of the 
poor man all the time. T shall not 
be surprised if Japan’ should next 
‘ask the demolition of the anti-air- 
eraft guns which are said to be pro- 
teeting Nanking because these may 
constitute a menace to Japanese 
bombers «which may like to use the 
fine buildings in that city for target 
Practice. .

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INCOME TAX 


* Involuntary Digression 


‘Fo the Editor of the 
“Nonrit-Cusxa Darwy News’ 

‘Sui-With reference to Mx. Panh~ 
pissis letter on Income Tax appear= 
ing in your to-day’s Issue, it should 
bbe noted that the arguments therein 
‘are not based on the legal aspect of 
the subject. ‘The Greek Government 
4s indeed generous in exempting cer- 
faln foreign refugees “from taxation 
even sixteen years after thelr arrival, 
Dut is that quite necessary? Sixteen, 
years should be suMcient time for 
anybody to recover financially. It is. 
very nice of the Greek Government, 
of course, “but it is not incumbent 
‘upon the’ Chinese ‘Government to 
follow sult, Moreover the Greek 
Government’ has the advantage over| 
the Chinese Government, since the 
Greck Government can impose a tax, 
‘on all foreigners in Greece, but the} 
Chinese Government cannot tax all 
the foreigners in’ China. In one 
aspect the Chinese Government has| 
ot been outdone by the Greek’ 
Government, It the Greck Govern 
‘ment never’ treated Armenians and 
Kurds any differently from Greek re- 
fugees, nor has the Chinese Govern 
ment. treated the — Russians * any 
differently from its own citizens, the 
samo income tax is belng applicable 
to both, There is hardly any justl- 
flable ‘complaint of discrimination, 
‘The disability, for the time being, of| 
the Chinese Government to apply ‘the 
same law to extra-territorials is no 
isqualifcation 10 its efforts to col 
leet from those under its jurisdiction, 
foreigners as well as Chinese. 

At is erroncous to think that the 
centire Russian community is indigent, 
‘as most Russians are” well-to-do, 
some of them being quite substantial, 
‘Those who are not doing well are 
only assessed variously, such monthly 
sums as 5 cents for ‘an income of 
$80, 20 cents for $60 and 60 cents 
for $100 ote, Any sane person can 
readily see that such negligible 
Amounts as these are not going to 
‘cause any hardship at all. 

It is futile to hope that the 
abstention from collecting income tax 
from. non-exterritorial foreigners 
will Induce extraterritorial foreigners 
voluntarily to give up extrality. Bven 
‘4 grammar school student will not be 
50 eredulous as to believe in such 
‘suggestions, “It is evident that much 
more ‘effective means of persuasion

THE FLYING DISASTER 
Need for Information 


‘To the Editor of the 

“Nonr-Cuixa Dany News" 
Sm—Many of your readers must 
have been struck with the pauelty of 
uthentle information regarding the 
recent accident involving the Sikorsky 
flying boat of the CN-A.C. Nothing 
definite has yet been given as the 

wwe of the forced landing. “Bad 
weather” was mentioned in press re- 
ports, but no details as to what sort 
‘of bad weather prevailed have been 
forthcoming to date. The actual cause 
fof the accident to the machine is for 
the time being veiled in complete 
mystery. Mention has been made of 
‘a huge wave having hit the pla 
and one CAC. oficial volced the 
possibility of the plane having hit 
rocks after landing on the wat 
Otherspoints which are emerging as 
time Passes are the fact that one 
‘wing was weenched off and that the 
back of the fuselage was broken be- 
fhind the pilots’ cockpit. Lifebelts 
fare sald to have been handed out, 
Dut it fs not stated whether this wat 
Jafter the plane touched the water or 
before. 
Furthermore, the all-important 
Jquestion as to who saw the three 
missing members of the crew last, 
and when and where, has never even 
been mentioned. All sorts of conjec~ 
tures as to thelr whereabouts were 
spoken of at first and latterly as to 
their fate. 
Tt seems to me that the families of 
the missing members of the crew of 
‘the ill-fated machine are entitled to 
receive all the news available, sand 
the meagre and conflicting reports 
made known up to the present can 
hardly be characterized as satistactory 
‘or representing the best that could 
have been made available by this 
time. One is aware that a full in- 
vestigation will have to be made but 
Jsuch “Information as the following 
Jcould well have been given ere this: 
viz (1) Was the plane damaged on 
striking the water or subsequently or 
both. (2) When were the lifebelts 
jgiven out, and did each of the pas- 
Jsengers ahd crew recelve one. (3) 
[Who saw the three missing members 
lof the erew last, and when and where 
was It.

‘Tension’ in Shanghal has affected | 
the Shanghai ‘markets to a consider~ 
able degree this week. Prices for 
August fulures in the Chinese cotton 
markets declined very heavily. and 
holders of all grades are busily st 
ing them to regions of greater safety. 
‘Both Chinese cotton and yarn markets 
‘were ‘weak. 

Cotton and Yarn

Prices tor 
August futures, though fenders were. 
‘not so aggressive, have declined very 
Heavily during the last few days 
‘owing to buyers hesitating to take 
delivery due to the very. disturbed, 
situation and the impossibility of 
secur inst Hold 
fers of all grades of stocks are busily, 
engaged in transporting thelr cotton 
to places which, for the time being, 
they believe to be a safety zone. The 
continued decline in the American 
market consequent on the bearish 
government report has depressed oUF. 
futures market to the extent of one 
dollar per shih-tan, “New crop con- 
ditions may be accepted as "being, 
favourable so far but such has not 
influenced our market #0 ‘much "as 
the present very critical "political 
situation, The Cotton Exchange may 
hhave to suspend business if the local 
Sino-Japanese warfare becomes more 
intensive and as the Chinese. banks.

~The complaint alleges that the 


defendant requested the plaintitt to 
pay him US.$0,500 as a-consideration 
for entering into the agreement when 
‘the defendant knew or should have 
enown as an attorney at law that the 
‘agreement was contrary to the laws 
of the United States. The complaint 
further alleges that the defendant 
‘raudutently concealed such — facts 
‘trom the plaintiff. 

‘The defendant ted the plaintift to 
believe that he, the defendant, then 
had in his office legal business of 
such a volume that plaintif’s share 
fof the net profits of the co-partner~ 
ship would average Shanghai $1,000 
per month during the first year, the 
complaint alleges, 

‘The complaint further alleges that 
tho plaintif, believing that the agree~ 
ment was in every respect valid, per 
formed the duties and obligations 
Imposed upon him by the agreement 
‘and that it was not until May’ 16, 1997 
that the plaintif, on seeking ‘tegal 

advice, discovered that the agreement 
“was invalid and unenforceable, 











Alleged Fraud on Court 
In the socond cause of action in the 
‘complaint, it is alleged that about 
November 16, 1930, Judge Helmick 
requested the defendant to dissolve 
the co-partnership arrangement, and 
that soon thereafter the defendant 
‘changed the name of the co-partnor~ 
ship from “Allman & Winkelman” to 
'G. Allman & Co." ‘The defendant 
fs alleged to have done this without 
‘making any effort whatever to comply 
with the Judge's request to dissolve 
the co-partnership and, according to 
the complaint, this conduct constituted 
a fraud on the US. Court for China. 
‘Another allegation in the complaint ty 
that the defendant concealed from 
the plaintiff the Judge's request. 
‘The first witness called by Mr. 
Nelson was Mr. Henry Martin Wolf, 
‘Netherlander like the plaintift. “He 
testified on the examination that his, 
‘occupation consisted largely of bringing 
people together on business matters, 
that he had known the defendant for 
years, and that he had introduced 
the plaintit ‘to the defendant after 
‘suggesting, that a partnership be 
formed, “My. Roy Allman had told 
him that his income was $860,000 0 
year, he said, and asked him to pass 
the information along, 























(Cross-Examination 

During cross-examination, Me, 
Rodger elicited the testimony that 
after the papers of agreement had 
been signed, the plainti had can- 
celled a debt, of $200 owed to Mr. 
Wolf saying “We ‘are square.” Mr. 
Wolt further testined ‘that the plain- 
UM had acted for him In making col 
lections of debts attor the agreement 
with defendant was signed but had 
never paid him one cont. 

‘Mr, Rodger then turned to the sub- 
Ject of a tidn interview at the 
American Club between the defend~ 
‘ant and. the ‘witness on Monday, 
‘August 9, 1997, The witness admit- 
tod that ‘he had telephoned to Mr. 
RG. Allman to arrange the inter- 
view, He sald that at that interview 
the defendant said that he (the de- 
fendant) had treated him (Mr. Wolf) 
‘wrongly and was willing to pay him 
‘$1,000 ag a commission for services 
Fendered In bringing in a partner 
with $20,000. “He testifled that he 
had asked for that commission long, 
before but had never gotten it 

‘Mr. Rodger then announced that a 
detective had been listening to the 
tentire conversation and had taken it 
down on paper. ‘Mr. Wolf then talk- 
fed rapidly and when interrupted 
ried out "Let me talk” Asked if 
the word “commission” was once 
used, Mr. Wolf replied “No, I prefer 
for services rendered.’” 














‘Second Witness 

In the afternoon session, Mr. Nel- 
son frst ealled Mr. Herman Vanderee 
to the witness stand and he testified 
briefly that Mr. Winkelman had tried 
Ineffectually to make a collection 
from him’ for Mr. Wolf.

Over four years ago, however, this tradi-| 
tion was expioded. Mr. Jack Judge, of Tip-| 
pefary Gardens, Oldbury, Birmingham, prick-| 
ed the bubble by this statement: 

T claim to be the author of the words and 
musie of “It's a Long Way to Tipperars”. and 
Hereby declare that the late Harry Williams 
didnot write a single word or note of the 
Song. The established facts are as follows: 








Mr. Harry Williams and his brother, Ben- 
Jamin Thomas Williams, were jolnt proprictors 
of the Malt Shovel Inn, Oldbury, near Bir- 
minghem, when I lived next door, I was in 
the fish trade.at the time, which was prior to 
my creation of the song “Tipperary”. The 
deceased Harry Williams used to assist me 
financially in my ‘fish trade, so one day I 
publicly declared. that if ever 1 wrote and 
published a song, Y would put his name on the 
‘copies and share the proceeds with him. Not 
only did I generously full that promise, 
placed his name with mine on many more of 
my own published compositions, thereby Pre- 
sentiog him with a small fortune, “I have no 
desire: to injure or humiliate the surviving 
relatives of Mr, Harry Williams, but in justice 
fo my family and mysclf, also’ to the public, 
T shall request the removal of the brass tablet 
and the marble stone, as I am ready to pro- 
duce overwhelming evidence that T alone am 
the author and composer of “Tipperary” and 
every other published song bearing the names 
of his hand, and, after careful seruliny: 


Those who occasionally hear the veteran 
Florrie Forde on the wireless will be in 
terested to know that “Tipperary” was frst 
sung by her in the summer of 1913 in the 
Isle of Man, but its real fame is due not to 
that distinguished artist’s patronage, but to the 
casual report of a war correspondent,

swinging with he~ stern in the other direction, 
the vessels again came in contact, The Glenroy 
struck the Hindestan violently on the starboard
